Governor Budd made some strong finan- 


cial statments at the Iroquols Club b.xn- 
quet Saturday night. After talking about 
the expenses he said: "The people in 
choosing their representatives to the next 
Legislature should demand of them that 
they reduve State instutlons to two in- 
sane asylums, one State .prison and one 
reform school. 
"1 believe there Is another way of rais- 
ing money for the support of the govern- 
ment and 1 would suggest that a corp°>'a- 
tiou tax be levied, a-s it is in some other 
States, on every corporation except those 
formed for ch.iritabli.* purposes. 
A few 


hundred dollars each on the various cor- 
porations would not affect thom.consHer- 
Ing the benefits which they receive by the 
law's limitations, nnd would materially re- 
dtire'the burden of the laboring chiases. 
"AKaln. 1 believe that as the asvlums 
and the prisons have been illled in a man- 
ner through the Influence of alcoholic, llti- 
uor that a uniform tax on the sale of r.ueh 
liquors should be levied in everv part of 
the State, anil at least a part of tt should 
go to the support of the asylums and 
prisons. If tlv> people will combine tho-o 
public Institutions, will tax corporations 
and levy a uniform tax on liquor (of which 
of course, part should go to the cities) 
the shrinkage in the tax rate in this Sfite 
will bo so great that people who are 
seeking a place of settlement will select 
California.

"The Relation of the Catholic Church 


to the Bible and the Public S'-hool" was 
the subject of Rev. James Small's dis- 
course at the First Christian Church 
yesterday. 


He said, in opening his sermon, "this 


is not a question that Is raised by me, 
it Is a question that Is up and down the 
length and breadth of the land for 
discussion. It is In book and periodi- 
cal, magazine and newspaper. But the 
gospel is an oral message. I am sure 
1 will escape the Imputation of egotism 
when I say that the most powerful 
appeals ever made to the human con- 
science, or passion, or reason, are made 
with the slowing lips of the living 
speaker. It appears in the judgment 
of, God that truth must be spoken In 
order to have its proper effect. It is 
the great law of God's kingdom that 
It pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe. 
Language Is addressed more to the ear 
than to the eye. and as the theme Is 
a living one I do not wonder at this 
large audience gathered here this even- 
ing. I wish, too, to take this oppor- 
tunity to Impress upon you the power 
—the wonderful power of the press In 
these telephonic and telegraphic days. 
.There Is more valuable 
Information 
contained in a single Issue of some of 
our modern newspapers, and of infin- 
itely greater variety, than could be 
packed away In a whole year's Issues 
of the weekly papers of a century ago.
